Orginally, the two companies, In- 
tel Corp. and its Israeli subsiduary, 
Intel Jerusalem, bad planned to sign 
au agreement on the process tech- 
nology transfer. The contract was 
ready for signature with the U.S 
parent company. At some point 
they realized that there is no double- 
lax treaty between the U.S and Isra- 
el, as Israel does have with most 
European countries. This meant 
that Intel would have to pay the 25 
per cent tax at source with no rela- 
tion to operational results. 

Thus, it is suspected that the com- 
pany found it would be to its advan- 
tage to declare that the technology 
came from ἃ European Intel affili- 
ate. The company named as the 
source of the technology was the 
Dutch Intel Semiconductor (Neth- 
erlands) B.V. But the Dutch Intel 
company is only a sales office and 
does not engage in production of 
Intel technology. Frohman has him- 
self said that Intel of Jerusalem is 
Intel's “first production plant out- 
side the U.S.” ἡ 

The contract between the Israeli 
and Dutch subsidiaries of Intel stip- 
ulates that 7 per cent of net revenues 
from the process technology are to 
be ees to Intel Netherlands B.V. 
as royalty payments. 

- Based on figures reported. by 
Frohman at his press conference, 
Intel Jerusalem exported $14 mil- 
lion in 1986, $36 million in 1987 and 
a predicted export of $80 million for 
the current year.

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UNITED NATIONS (AP) -- U.S. 
Vice President George Bush blamed 
Tran in the United Nations yesterday 
for what he termed “a terrible hu- 
man tragedy" in the shooting down 
last week of an Iranian airbus by the 
USS Vincennes. 


Bush and Iranian Foreign Minis- 
ter Ali-Akbar Velayati traded accu- 
sations δὲ ἃ special session of the 
U.N. Security Council that Iran 
hoped would result in a condemna- 
tion of the U.S. action. 

“This was the most inhuman mili- 
tary act in the history of civilian 
aviation,” Velayati said in a two- 
hour speech. It was Iran's first coun- 
cil appearance in the almost eight 
years since it accused the body of 
bias against it. : 

Bush called the destruction of the 
airliner with 290 people aboard a 
“terrible human tragedy.” But he 
accused Iran of recklessly allowing a 
civilian airliner to fly over a combat 
zone. 

“That was irresponsible and a 
tragic error,” Bush said. 

Bush said the downing of the [ran 
Air ig sib τρια from the 
nearly 8-year-old gulf war between 
Tran and Iraq. 


+ “The critical issue is the continu- 
ing refusal of the government of 
Iran to negotiate an end to the war 
with Iraq and to cease its acts of 
aggression against neutral shipping 
in the Persian Gulf.”

Doctors hedge on 
second shift offer

Jerusalem Post Reporters 
Kupat Holim Clalit and state 
hospital doctors will meet at 3 
p.m. today to decide whether to 
accept the goverament’s scheme 
for a second hospital shift. 


But the doctors, who began 
their discussions yesterday, said 
they might withhold their an- 


.| nouncement until after the cabi- 


net meets on Sunday, when Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim is 
expected to appeal against parts 
of the scheme. 

Nissim is still fuming over the ac- 
cord, which was approved by his 
three colleagues on the ministerial 
committee on the public hospital 
crisis. 

The finance minister's aides yes- 
terday dismissed as “pure specula- 
tion” reports that he was thinking of 
resigning if the cabinet rejected his 
appeal. But the aides would not say 
that Nissim was not contemplating 
resignation. He cannot accept the 
decision to grant doctors 5 per cent 
more than the fee for second-shift 
surgery he had agreed with Health 


Minister Shoshana Arbeli-Almos- 
lino. 

The increment was ostensibly 
compensation for the fact that no 
extra payment would be made to a 
doctors’ pension fund. In Nissim’s 
eyes this would make the payments 
to the doctors equivalent to salary 
increases, something to which he is 
stiffly opposed since it will lead to 
demands for wage rises throughout 
the public sector. 

While not stating their official po- 
sition yesterday, many doctors said 
they opposed the government's 
plan, as it will be in effect for only 
nine months and offers 30 per cent 
less compensation than the Kupat 
Holim agreement signed by the His- 
tadrut health fund's management 
last November but vetoed by the 
Treasury. 5 

The doctors also maintained that 
the second-shift programme was a 
“take it or leave it” offer, with all 
details on pay and types of treat- 
ment already set, thus precluding 
any sort of negotiation. If the doc- 
tors do not accept the plan, they will 
continue the sanctions they began 
seven months ago. 

Health Ministry officials said they 
hoped Nissim would not renege on 
his approval of most of the second- 


shift scheme. “Jt might even be a 
good thing if Nissim were to put up a 
fight on the 5 per cent hike issue, 
because then the doctors would real- 
ize that it hasn't been easy to win 
these concessions,” a ministry 
source said yesterday. 

The Health Ministry spokesman 
revealed that Arbeli-Almoslino had 
considered resigning if the govern- 
méat had not decided this week ona 
second-shift proposal. 

Under the plan, doctors will be 
able to work in the hospitals in the 
late afternoons and evenings for ex- 
tra pay. A total of 15,000 operations 
and 7,500 diagnostic procedures or 
minor operations, as well as 45,000 
outpatient consultations and follow- 
ups could be scheduled during the 
nine-month period. 

But this would not eliminate the 
waiting lists for elective surgery and 
diagnostic procedures, now estimat- 
ed τὸ contain between 40.000 and 
50,000 names. 

Meanwhile. the Nurses Union 
yesterday offered backing to dozens 
of their colleagues holding a huager 
strike opposite the Prime Minister's

‘The situation in the capital may not 
be good. he added, “but it isn’t as 
bad as people make it out to be.”

Kollek believes that American 
Jews should drop their efforts to 
move the U.S. Embassy from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem because it is not 
realistic at this time. 


“In the end they won't do it, but it 
will only show the blackmail power 
of the Arabs,” he said. 

American Jews’ efforts to con- 
vince the pope to recognize Israel 
are equally futile and misdirected, 
Kollek said. 

“The pope has very good reasons 
not to recognize us,” Koliek said. 
“He's afraid for Christians in Arab 
countries. He has an eternal, dog- 
matic, ideological opposition. We 
only prove our own weakness by 
running after him.” 

Kollek said he has not yet an- 
nounced his candidacy for another 
term as mayor because he wants to 
see when the elections will be and 
who will be available to run on his 
One Jerusalem ticket.

Like the other members of the ministerial 
committee, Mr. Nissim, nevertheless, endorsed 
ἃ special pay schedule, negotiated with the 
Histadrut, for doctors who will be performing 
surgery during overtime. What he is now taking 
umbrage at is the extra 5 per cent pay raise for 
such hospital doctors approved by his ¢ommit- 
tee colleagues at the suggestion of Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir. A final decision in the ‘matter 
is due to be taken by the cabinet next Sunday. 

Were their minds set on anything less than an 
impossible total victory, the doctors would have 
hastened to accept the committee's plan if only 
to prevent Mr. Nissin: from overturning it. But 
the good doctors are taking their time. It almost 
seems as though they would be delighted to see 
Mr. Nissim win, so that they could continue 
their sanctions freshly reinforced with a goodly 
measure of pious self-righteousness. 

Yet the fault for the critical condition in 
which Israel's public-health system now finds 
itself is the responsibility of the doctors not 
much less than that of such parties as the gov- 
ernment, and the Histadrut. If, in a country 
with the largest relative supply of physicians in 
the world, vitally necessary surgeries are de- 
layed for years, and a corrupt “black medicine” 
develops under cover of equality in health treat- 
ment, at least part of the reason surely lies with 
the feudal self-organization of the medical pro- 
fession. 

The heads of the profession cannot pull the 
wool over the public's eye by blaming it ail on 
others, while themselves playing labour tough- 
guys in the manner of a past Jeader of steve- 
dores in the port of Ashdod. Neither their 
medical degrees nor their dedication to the 
cause of healing can deny that they, the sup- 
posed providers of solutions to health prob- 
lems, have themselves now become the coun- 
try’s main health problem. 

If another hunger-strike by Knesset members 
is to be held on this issue, it should perhaps be 
staged in front of the headquarters of the doc- 
tors’ own organizations.

Abusing Israeli visas? An Israeli 
visa is an entry permit that is issued, 
according to the Law of Return, to 
every Jew requesting it. Permission 
to enter is not an obligation to enter 
and it cannot be “abused” by not 
being used. 

“Repatriation to Israel” was nev- 
er the false pretext, since the Soviet 
authorities do not accept this reason 
for Jewish emigration and Israel did 
not press for it. The only “pretext” 
Soviet Jews can use in requesting

exit visas is family reunification. For 
their own political convenience, the 
Soviets issued exit visas to Israel on 
the basis of an invitation from any 
supposed relative living there. How- 
ever, even now only those Jews with 
first-degree relatives who are Amer- 
ican citizens can apply for exit visas 
to the U.S. If freedom of choice 
were really possible in Moscow, the 
whole dropout issue would become 
irrelevant. 

Freedom to leave Israel is entirely 
theoretical for Soviet emigrants, 
who are itted to leave the 
USSR with only $140 per person 
and some of their personal belong- 
ings. The longer immigrants stay in 
Israel, the larger their debt to the 
Jewish Agency and the government 
becomes, and they must repay it if 
they leave within three years after 
arrival. , 

However, they cannot leave im- 
mediately, because they must wait 
for immigrant visas to other coun- 
tries and do not have refugee status 
in the U.S. One may see nothing 
wrong with this situation, but let's 
not use the “freedom to Jeave” ar- 
gument. Let's also not expect that 
people will be positively impressed 
by a country to which they were 
forced to come and which they know 
will be difficult to leave. 


THE CHANCES are good that the 
government decision will never 
work. The Soviets and the Austrians 
have already announced that they 
will continue the existing practice of 
issuing transit entry visas and selling 


tickets to Vienna regardless of the 
fact that Israeli entry visas will be 
stamped only in Bucharest. 

There are numerous other factors 
that can easily torpedo this decision 
or reverse it after the first “Let's go 
to America!” vigil at Ben-Gurion 
Airport. But, like any ill-advised de- 
cision, this one is going to cost a lot 
even before or without being 
implemented. 

‘Thanks to the publicity and inflat- 
ed rhetoric the government created 
around what might have been re- 
garded as simply an administrative 
decision (to stamp Israeli visas in 
Bucharest rather than in Moscow), 
some surrealistic effects are already 
visible: The Soviet Union, which is 
still not a champion of human and 
Jewish rights, stated proudly that it 
will not collaborate with Israel in the 
limitation of freedom of movement 
for Jews leaving the USSR. Austria, 
with its Waldheim affair, appeared a 
bit philosemitic when it said that it 
will not refuse transit shelter to So- 
viet Jews. And the U.S., whom our 
prime minister called upon not to 
provide political refugee status to 
Soviet Jews arriving in Vienna, is 
now weighing the possibililty of 
granting such status to Jews arriving 
in Tel Aviv. 

A much heavier price is being 
paid in damage to Israel's image as a 
democracy and to the Soviet Jewry 
campaign. Few people in the free 
world can sympathize with our gov- 
ermment’s attitude, and fewer Jews 
in the USSR now think positively 
about coming to Israel. The whole 


struggle on behalf of Soviet Jews 
risks losing its vital international ap- 
peal due to the contradictory nature 
of demanding “Let my people go” 
and then saying they can go to only 
one place. 

How much world support can we 
expect if what appeared to be a uni- 
versally understandable human- 
rights issue is perceived as a small 
nation’s preoccupation with its own 
demographic problem? 


THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT, 
even in its new Gorbachev version, 
does not recognize the right to 
emigrate. 

Pressed into permitting the emi- 
gration of some of its Jewish and 
non-Jewish citizens, the USSR cre- 
ated restrictive frameworks: those 
who wish to emigrate should ask for 
family reunificaiton, even if it is ob- 
viously a false pretext; and those 
who wish to emigrate or really join 
their relatives abroad can only ask 
to “join their family in Israel.” 

The Soviets know that pretense is 
usually involved. If this bothered 
them, they could easily have solved 
the problem themselves by initiating 
“direct flights” to Bucharest or by 
giving exit visas only to those ex- 
pected to end up in Israel. Instead 
they played this game and last May, 
for example, of 1,169 people leaving 
the USSR with visas to Israel, 110 
were Baptists and Pentecostalists. 


Onur officials speak about the em- 
barrassment they feel when 70-80 
per cent (for the last two months, 90 
per cent) of those to whom the Sovi- 
ets grant Israeli visas do not come to 
Israel]. Knowing the reality, 
shouldn’t we rather be proud of the 


fact that the existence of the Jewish 
state makes it possible for so many 
Jews and even non-Jews to obtain 
freedom? 

Another, more substantial, prob- 
lem that frustrates and embarrasses 
all of us in Israel is the lack of re- 
sponse of Soviet Jews to our appeal 
to join us in the exciting but ex- 
bausting job of nation-building. Un- 
fortunately, this can in no way be 
considered a specifically Soviet Jew- 
ish problem. Even with the current 
dropout rate there is stil] more of an 
aliya drive among this coercively as- 
similated population than among 
Jews emigrating from other coun- 
tries, with existing Jewish and even 
Zionist networks. 

The disappointment in this re- 
spect is greater in the case of Soviet 
Jewry — and especially for those wbo 
themselves are now or were in the 
Soviet Union aliya activists — be- 
cause it contrasts with the miracu- 
lous Jewish national revival among 
Soviet Jews, whose heroism and 
persistence are making mass emi- 
gration possible. It would be easier 
for Jewish activists in the USSR to 
fight under the Zionist banner if 
there were no Brooklyn-bound emi- 
grants appealing to Jerusalem, but it 
can hardly increase the frustratingly 
low rate of aliya. 

it is this major issue — how to 
encourage and increase aliya ~ that 
the government did not address at 
all, making a decision that most 
probably will worsen the situation.

TRAININ SAYS with some bitter- 
ness that the cabinet chose the easy 
way out by setting up yet another 
commission ‘‘so they could have 
some peace and quiet until after 
the elections.” But the latest news 
signals no peace on the health front 
for now, and there has been none 
since sanctions began seven months 
ago. 
He views the situation through 
Zionist glasses.

THE ACUTE hospital crisis is a 
symptom of the chronic shortage of 
funds for health in the whole 
world, says Prof. Trainin, sitting 
back in his study at the institute. 
“Medicine has become so complex. 


so expensive, that funds are short 
everywhere.”

This coun- 
try would never have’been settled, 
as it has been, ‘to the farthest 
reaches of its borders, he says, if 
“egalitarian” medical care had not 
be available from Kupat Holim 
Clalit clinics in the outlying devel- 
opment and border towns. 

“You send an 18 year-old from a 
poor family in a development town 
to serve in the Golani or Givati 
brigade.

Armand Hammer has made legendary fortunes in legendary ways, writes Robert Rosenberg of the visiting philanthropist 
one-man... 
UN with a small ego 


A kind of 


FOR A FELLOW who had his first million at 23 
and at 60 started a company with $34,000 that 30 
years later is doing more annual sales than the gross 
national product of Israel, Armand Hammer talks 
ἃ pretty sentimental game. . ᾿ 

“You can only take with you what you give 
away.” he says. 

A conversation with him might start with his 
pride in the size of his company, Occidental -- the 
eighth largest oi! company in the world — but it’s 
when he’s talking about various philanthropies he’s 
undertaken, various geopolitical solutions he’s 
been able to offer, that his eyes shine the most. 

That's probably because at 90. you tend to give 
quite a bit of thought to what you can take with you 
when you go. especially if you happen to have 
somewhat more than a billion dollars in your 
checking account and banks and countries come to 
you to solve their overdraft problem. 

In short. the only horizon in view is the furure 
when vou have your own bedroom on your own 
plane, with its own satelite communications system 
and a pilot who can have the plane ready to be on 
its way within two hours of the urgent decision or 
the pleasurable whim. 

Armand Hammer obviously didn’t get to the 
heights of self-regard as a kind of one-man UN with 
a small ego. 

He has made legendary fortunes in legendary 
ways - as a friend of Lenin’s, as a Jew in Gaddafi's 
country - but ask him, and he'll tell you that his 
first motive was always the desire to help people. 

He seems to think of himself as a kind of compas- 
sionate capitalist. For him. the greatest person of 
the century wus Franklin Delano Roosevelt, be- 
cause “Roosevelt saved capitalism by using the 
government to create jobs for the unemployed. 
That's what government must do in capitalist soci- 
ety — make sure there are jobs, even public-works 
jobs, so that everyone has work. And what made 
him especially great was that he came from a 
wealthy family. yet understood the needs of the 


Γ. 
PeThat FDR was the greatest man of the century 
doesn't mean that Lenin wasn’t -and Gorbachev. 
who according to Hammer has a lot in common 
with Lenin, isn't - a great man. 

So is “my good friend Menachem Begin.“ 

He expkuns how he once flew a doctor all the 
way from his home city. Los Angeles. to Jerusa- 
lem. because “Begin had a prostate condition and 
wasn't taking care of it because his wife had died 
and he didn’t want to live anymore.” 

Hammer is one of the few people Begin regularly 
admits to the curtained apartment in Rehov Zemah 
in Jerusalem, so his is at least a partially authorita- 
tive version of one of the many truths of the mys- 
tery of the most famous hermitage in Jerusalem. 

“*8o 1 flew the best urologist in the field all the 
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way from Los Angeles, and-it turned out that 
Begin's doctor was a former student of this urolo- 
gist, and that helped convince Begin to have the 
Operation he needed. He was down to 100 pounds, 
but now he's looking fine and I'm hoping that he’s 
at work on his memoirs," ;, . 

But we're talking about great leaders here, and 
Hammer's known a few: ‘Sharon is a great hero, a 
great fighter, and so is Rabin, and Peres is coura- 
geous and Shamir is determined,” he says, thus 
placing himself above the petty frays of local parti- 
sanship, thus speaking from the same heights 
Gorbachev, who will make a move “no matter who 
wins the next election here.” 

It was Golda Meir who first enticed Hammer to 


Israel, tempting him with a secret diplomatic mis- - 


sion. 

“She sent a plane for me to Paris, where I was 
doing some business, and she asked me to inter- 
cede with Brezhnev, because the Soviets had this 
very heavy tax on Jews wanting to leave. So I did 
what I could.” 

He can’t quite remember the year -- he frames 
the chronology with the upsurge in Arab terrorism 
after Black September 1970. and thé 50,000-Jews- 
a-year exodus from the Soviet Union in the mid- 
“70s. ᾿ 

He also doesn’t recount the specifics of the con- 
versation when he raised the issue with Breziinev, 
but it is true that the Soviet emigration ταὶ was 
dropped. And he went on to say: “We're getting 
8.000. 9,000 a year out now, much more thati two 
years ago. and of course we're hoping to reach the 
same levels as existed in the years when wef had 
50,000 coming out.” “- 


ita 
BUT DETAILS of 8 conversation with Rreghnev 
are irrelevant nowadays. Details of a convegsation 
with Gorbachev are what interests Hammer. 

“T asked him. ‘Why don’t you take steps toward 
Israel, why don't you let the Jews who want to 
leave. leave?" and he told me that he wants every 
Jew who wants to leave to be allowed to leave, 
except those who can’t leave because of state-secu- 
rity.” a 

Hammer expresses no scepticism about that; no 
mention of salami-factory workers denied exit visas 
for state-security reasons enters the conversation. 
He deals with the macro, not the micro — except for 
Ida Nudel, who. although he doesn’t mention this 
during the interview, was the refusenik whose 
name he attached to his own, whose cause he made 
his own, ultimately flying her to Israel on board his 
plane. 

For Hammer, the bigger question is peace in the 
Middle East, peace between Israel and the Arabs, 
peace with the Palestinians, who “need some kind 
of homeland.” he says. 

And Gorbachev is the man to do that, Hammer 


in the Sharon area. 
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says. “I asked him about making diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel. and he said. ‘I want to do it all at 
once."*" 

What did Gorbachev mean by that? Hammer has 
asked, and he has an answer. 

“He means that he wants to undertake a whole 
approach,” presumably in one perestroikan swoop 
straightening out the Muddied East by knocking a 
few heads together with what Hammer reminds us 
is the same charm that so impressed Margaret 
Thatcher -- “a real anti-Communist.” 

Gorbachev. says Hammer, “wants to make 
peace, and as far as I can see, he’s a peacemaker.” 
Since he’s been in charge, Hammer says, ““Commu- 
nism hasn't spread anywhere; indeed, it's retreat- 
ing from one place ~ Afghanistan.” Gorbachev, 
Hammer recalis, “once said to me, ‘How can [ 
meet with Reagan? He calls me a warmonger, ar 
evil empire." And I said to Gorbachev. “That's 
election talk, you'll see. he also wants to make 
peace.” and now. this INF treaty is a real step 
towards peace. something that the whole world 
needs.” 

His message to the political leaders of Israel is 
“to give Gorbachev a chance.” he says, and he goes 
on to explain that it won't matter who wins in 
November, Peres or Shamir, because Gorbachev is 
gearing up to impose what Hammer believes is 
Gorbachev's benign will for peace in the region. 

On the day Hammer met with Gorbachev earlier 
this year, Arafat was also meeting Gorbachev. 
“And that day, on the front page of Pravda was a 
headline saying that “Israel's security must be safe- 
guarded.” That's something I had never seen be- 
fore.” 
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since 1921, so one can assume that he knows-what 
jhe’s talking about. Indeed, Hammer is not the kind 


- of man who speaks without thinking, without being.

HE KEPT HIS invoivement with Israel secret for 
almost a decade, because of his oil business .in 
Libya.

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THOUSANDS OF Democratic and Republi- 
can party delegates will mass in two huge con- 
ventions ip the next six weeks to nominate the 
next president of the United States. There will 
be blaring patriotic music, deluges of balloons 
and confetti, fiery political oratory -- and possi- 
bly, some real drama. 


No one doubts that Michael Dukakis will 
become the Democratic nominee when the par- 
ty meets next week (July 18-21) in Atlanta, or 
that George Bush will win the Republican con- 
vention in New Orleans Aug. 15-18. 

But the Democratic convention is likely to be 
the most interesting politically, with Jesse Jack- 
son and his supporters inside Adanta’s Omni 
Arena calling for a strong voice in party policy 
and Sr eats of his adherents in the streets 
outside. 


For the most part, however, the conventions 
are likely to be exercises in oratory and hoopla. 

Nationwide television coverage of the con- 
ventions during evening “prime time™ hours 
will give each presidential candidate the only 
moment of the campaign in which the national 
focus is solely on him. Each party will have 
confetti and thousands of red, white and blue 
balloons released at key moments as frenzied, 
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Cheering delegates with noisemakers, flags. 
signs and funny hats parade in the aisles to 
support their favourite candidate. 

᾿ voting by each party’s delegates is tradi- 
tionally done state-by-state, with a huge demon- 
stration when the winning candidate’s vote total 
tises high enough to assure him the nomination. 

The nominees’ acceptance speeches in effect 
become the start of the fall campaign running up 
to the Nov. 8 election — although each candi- 
date is already well known from months of 
campaigning in the primary elections that se- 
lected most of the convention delegates.

Among the major events at the conventions is 
the keynote speech, the main opening address 
which offers national exposure -- and a possible 
springboard to future political office — to a 
gifted speaker who may have received tittle 
national attention previously. 

This year, the Democrats have chosen as 
keynote speaker Ann Richards, Texas state 
treasurer and a potentional candidate for gover- 
nor in that state, who has built a regional repu- 
tation for delivering blunt rhetoric seasoned 
with biting wit.

camp said that the likelihood was that Jackson 
would eventually pate his 12 minority planks 
down to three or four.

ing for a public airing of the Palestinian issue. 

A consummate political realist, Zogby is 
aware that the Dukakis camp-has the votes to 
defeat the Jackson Palestinian resolution if 
they insist upon bringing it to a floor vote. But 
for him, the outcome of the vote is less impor- 


.tant than the holding of the floor ‘debate itself 


dence that “despite the desperate efforts of 
the other side to squelch this debate. it is 
taking place — in the Democratic Party and 
among the American people.” 

Indeed, the effort of the organized Jewish 
community has not been to win the floor fight, 
but to prevent its taking place. As ΑἹ Cher- 
nin, executive director of the National Jewish 
Community Relations Advisory Council ex- 
plained, “There is little doubt that the Demo- 
cratic convention would overwhelmingly re- 
ject any kind of plank that would support or 
signal a Palestinian state or Palestinian self- 
determination. But our concern would be that 
the nature of the debate not convey a false 
picture that there is a sharp division in the 
party on this issue. 

“"There will be over 1,000 Jackson dele- 
gates at the convention but...only a small part 
of the delegation might be inclined to some of 
the positions pursued by the Arab-Ameri- 
cans. But over national television, the impres- 
sion might come across that they represent a 
very substantial force. That is something that 
would be a matter of concern for us — and 
also, frankly. for the Democratic leadership. 

Butif the Jewish community is convinced of 
the essential correctness of its position, why is 

' Gt so bent on avoiding any discussion of the 
Israeli-Palestinian conflict at the convention? 
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Chernin responded, " The problem is that 
the issue does not lend itself to a three-minute

THE GROWING perception that a floor 
fight will take place on Palestinian self-deter- 
mination is all the more remarkable consider- 
ing the heavy political artillery that had been 
assembled to prevent it. In the Jewish com- 
munity, the effort was spearheaded by Aipac, 
working closely with community relations 
professionals across the country under the 
aegis of the National Jewish Community Re- 
Jations Advisory Council. Also involved were 
more liberal. but still decidedly mainstream 
groups such as the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations, the American Jewish 
Committee, and the American Jewish 
Congress. 

The Dukakis campaign, which had been 
fearful in April and May that Aipac was lean- 
ing toward the certain Republican nominee, 

ice President George Bush — partly a 


result of Dukakis’s refusal during the New 
York primary to publicly rale out the possibil- 
ity of a Palestinian state - had by early Tune 
formed a close political entente with Aipac, 
carefully clearing its Middle East platform 
language with the pro-Israel lobby before go- 
ing public with it. 

Symptomatic of the warming of the once icy 
relationship between Aipac and Dukakis is 
the fact that Steve Rosen. the director of 
Aipac’s foreign policy department, who has a 
reputation for hard-line, neo-conservative 
views, has become Aipac’s unofficial liaison 
with the Dukakis campaign. In that role, Ro- 
sen is in frequent contact with Hyman Book- 
binder, the longtime Washington representa- 
tive of the American Jewish Committee, who 
last month came aboard the Dukakis cam- 
paign as unofficial liaison with the Jewish 
community. 

While the Dukakis camp appeared united 
in its determination to press Jackson to pre- 
vent the Palestinian issue from coming to the 
floor of the convention, the top echelons of 
the Jackson camp appeared bitterly split as to 
whether it was relevant enough to the lives of 
Jesse's core constituency -- black and poor 
Americans— to justify expending scarce politi- 
cal capital in a bruising floor fight with the 
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powerful American Jewish community. 
Among the top Jackson advisers reliably 
teported to have opposed pressing to bring 
the subject to the floor were Eleanor Holmes 
Norton, Jackson's chief negotiator on plat- 
form issues; Anne Lewis, a senior Jackson 
adviser with cordial ties to the Jewish commu- 
nity; California Assemblywoman Maxine Wa- 
ters; Rep. William Gray, a powerful Phitadel- 
phia congressman who chaired the Platform 
Committee, Rep. Charles Rangel, a con- 
gressman from Harlem with close ties to the 
New York Jewish community; and other key 
advisers like Roger Wilkins and Ron Brown. 


TAKING THE lead in fighting to get the 
Palestinian issue to the convention floor were 
Zogby and another key Arab-American, Ka- 
sey Kasem, best known as the disk-jockey 
host of the nationally syndicated America’s 
Top 40, who is one of Jackson’s top financial 
advisers. 

During May and June, Zogby had succeed- 
ed in showing that the Palestinian issue had 
political resonance by getting 11 state Demo- 
cratic parties to adopt platform planks either 
calling for a Palestinian state or, less explicit- 
ly, for self-determination. These resolutions 
also endorsed the right of Israel to live in 
peace and security. 

In states such as Texas, Washington, IIli- 
nois and Vermont, Dukakis delegates, as well 
as Jackson supporters, backed calls for a Pal- 
estinian state -- an apparent reflection of wide- 
spread unhappiness among mainstream, 
mainly white American liberals with what was 
widely perceived as a heavy-handed Israeli 
response to the Palestinian intifada. 

Despite these stirrings in the grassroots, the 
δεῖ Ομορίρρα top echelon of the Dukakis 
cam eated Zogby’s efforts at the Demo- 
cratic platform hearings in Denver to win 
support of ep mg So would mention the 

rings of the inians. The Dukakis 
camp wanted no changes in their language 
calling for the U.S. to “provide new leader- 
ship to deliver the promise of peace and secu- 
rity through negotiations that has been held 
out to Israel and its neighbours by the Camp 
David Accords.” 

Zogby struck back with a propaganda mas- 
terstroke, crafting a resolution almost identi- 
cal to one sponsored a year ago by the Inter- 
national Centre for Peace in the Middle East 
(ICPME), and endorsed by a myriad of do- 
vishly inclined but mainstream American 
Jews like Alexander Schindler, president of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, Henry Siegman, executive director of 
the American Jewish Congress, and Ira Sil- 
verman, executive director of the American 
Jewish Committee. 

Though Zogby knew the resolution would 
be defeated in Denver by the Dukakis major- 
ity on the Platform Committee, the previous 
endorsement of that language by Jewish liber- 
als would make the Jackson Palestinian self- 
determination resolution hard to dismiss 
extremist, anti-Israel or anti-Semitic if resur- 
tected at the convention or during the 
campaign. 

In the wake of the Denver meeting, Arab- 
Americans and pro-Palestinian activists in the 
Jackson camp began pressing the candidate 
for assurances that Zogby’s Palestinian reso- 
lution would be pressed on the convention 
floor in Atlanta. i 


Sam Riddle, a black Jackson delegate from 
Michigan with close ties to the large Arab- 
American community in that state, told The 
Jerusalem Post, ““The Axab-American com- 
munity in this state has been pressing hard on 
this issue since Denver, and they have a lot of 
clout in the campaign, both because they gave 
a lot of money...and because the huge Arab- 
American turnout helped Jesse win the Michi- 
gan primary. That victory was the crown jewel 
of the 1988 Jackson campaign.”

Boring days for 
the cartoonists

MICHAEL Dukakis is so boring 
and George Bush so “wimpish”™ that 
they risk falling off the drawing 
boards of some of America’s leading 
political cartoonists, the artists say. 
“Dukakis is so controlled and he 
plays his cards so close to his chest 
that he's hard to get a fix on for 
voters, not to mention cartoonists,” 
says Doug Marlette, the 1988 Pulit- 
zer Prize winner for cartooning. 
“He's so dull that cartoonists tend 
to caricature that dullness. I just did 
one on sheep counting Dukakises.“ 
“Bush is less of a control freak. I 
(once) had him fighting his own 
shadow. He lends himself to the 
wimp factor,” said Marlette, who 
draws for the Atlanta Constitution. 
Berke Breathed, the 1987 Pulitzer 
Prize winner who draws the strip 
“Bloom County”. said that he finds 
Bush and Dukakis “ really boring.” 
“As far as hunkering down over a 
drawing board, you need someone 
exciting, like (Jesse) Jackson,” he 
said of the black civil rights leader 
who challenged Dukakis for the 
Democratic nomination. 
Garry Trudeau, the creator of 
“Doonesbury” who in 1975 became 


the first cartoonist to win a Pulitzer 
for his column, draws Bush as an 
invisible man, with only words 
appearing. 

Herblock of the Washington Post, 
the doyen of U.S. editorial cartoon- 
ists, recently depicted Bush as a pet- 
ulant preppie in a blazer waving a 
pennant emblazoned ‘Beat 
Russia.” 

Paul Rigby of New York's Daily 
News predicts that the five-foot, 
eight-inch (1.7-metre) Dukakis, 
overshadowed on TV last month by 
drought-withered Iowa com, “even- 
tually will come to be a very tiny 
figure among cartoonists.” “Bush,” 
he went on, “has this exaggerated 
great dome and little chin. He'll be- 
come blander and blander. Maybe a 
wimpier smile will be left, some- 
thing like the Cheshire Cat. 

“They (Bush and Dukakis) really 
have to do something. They're in 
danger of falling off the drawing 
board because they're so boring.” 
But dullness is not necessarily a po- 
litical liability, says James Beniger 
of the Annenberg School of Com- 
munications at the University of 
Southern California.

LONDON - The general im- 
pression here is that Israel 
scored an own goal last week 
with Britain's massive arms 
sale to Saudi Arabia. And Is- 
raeli protests against the deal 
were described in one paper as 
“predictable hysteria.“ 

Privately, seme Israeli offi- 
cials here are admitting that 
there is a certain knee-jerk 
quality about Israel's protests 
over the Saudi deal. The Isra- 
el embassy here, still smarting 
from the expulsion of one of its 
diplomats last month, was un- 
likely to make much headway 
in Whitehall with its contention 
that Saudi Arabia poses a ma- 
jor threat to the strategic bal- 
ance in the Middle East. 

The British do not accept 
that Saudi Arabia is a threat to 
Israel, with Foreign Office 
spokesmen frequently describ- 
ing Saudi Arabia as a moderate 
power which is entitled to de- 
fensive weaponry. But there 
was a certain glee discernable 
in Whitehall this week that Is- 
rael had, in effect, talked Brit- 
ain into the deal by arguing so 
hard against a U.S. contract 
with Saudi Arabia.

The U.S. administration is 
said to be furious with the Ista- 
el lobby for losing America not 
just this contract, but potential 
Gulf States arms deals worth 
billions of dollars. 

In London, Dr. Anoush Eh- 
teshami, editor of Middle East 
Strategic Studies Quarterly, said 
that Saudi Arabia was now the 
leading military power of the 
six-nation Gulf Co-operation 
Council (GCC), which links it 
with Kuwait, Oman, Bahrain, 
Qatar, and the United Arab 
Emirates. “The GCC is trying 
to achieve uniformity in its 
weapons system. The more 
that Britain can sell, the more 
realistic the chance that it will 
become a major supplier for 
other countries,” he said. 

Dr. Ehteshami added that the 
extraordinary secrecy with 
which the British achieved the 
deal would strongly appeal to 
other Arab states. 

An editorial in The Times 

‘this week briskly dismisses the 
notion that the Saudis will use 
their new equipment against Is- 
rael. “Britain has sold an esti- 
mated 48 Tomado aircraft and 
has agreed to build two bases 
for the Saudis. But these are to 
bring forward bases, to im- 
prove the country's defences 
against Iran. From Israel's 
point of view, a sturdier Saudi 
presence in the Gulf would 
surely help to preserve the sta- 
tus quo. Once the planes have 
been delivered. the Saudis 
would, of course, be free to 
choose their enemy. But the 
launch of an Arab jihad against 
Israel looks no part of their 
practical politics.” 

One gloomy Israeli diplomat 
said this week that his concern 
was not the sale of the planes, 
but rather “Who's going to fly 
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SAUDI ARABIA'S multi-billion 
arms agreement with Britain, an- 
nounced last week, will not mean a 
significant increase in Saudi political 
or military influence in the region ~ 
at least in the short term, according 
to three experts interviewed by The 
Jerusalem Post. 

The deal, reported to be worth at 
least $12 billion and which will take 
seven or eight years to complete, 
includes 50 to 60 Tornado combat 
aircraft, 50 to 60 Hawk jet training 
planes, six minesweepers, and 90 
helicopters. In addition, Britain is to 
construct bases for the Tornados at 
Dharhan, on the Persian Gulf and 
near Riyadh, the Saudi capital. 

“If the Saudis hope that these 
weapons will allow them influence 
and make them a predominant pow- 
er, they are wrong,” says Dr. Jacob 
Goldberg, senior research fellow at 
Tel Aviv University’s Dayan Centre 
for Middle Eastern Studies. 

“During the 1970s they made a 


“similar mistake when they thought 


that their otf weapon vis-a-vis the 
U.S. and their riyalpolitik, or finan- 
cial subsidies, vis-a-vis other Arab 
countries would give them a pre- 
dominant position in the Arab 
world. 

“In fact no Arab country, even 
those receiving subsidies, abided by 
Saudi requests. Everything the Syri- 
ans did was diametrically opposed to 
Saudi desires. Despite Saudi opposi- 
tion, Sadat went to Jerusalem and 
later signed the Camp David ac- 
cords. Even the PLO didn't listen to 
them and refused to accept Resolu- 
tion 242.” 

This lack of Saudi influence in 
regional affairs will continue regard- 
less of the amount and quality of 
weaponry acquired by Riyadh, says 
Goldberg, because the Saudis inher- 
ently lack the “geo-strategic assets” 
n to become a powerful 
force in the Arab worid. 

The population of the kingdom, 
despite official estimates of 10 mil- 
lion, is probably closer to half that 
number, Goldberg says, comparing 
it to 
million. Moreover, he says, the Ara- 
bian peninsula “has no historical 
legacy of serving as a centre for the 
Arab world. Only 30 years after Mo- 
hammed's death, the centre of Islam 
moved from Mecca to Damascus.” 

According to Goldberg, the re- 
cent Saudi arms purchase must” be 
viewed in the context of a massive 
military build-up which has been 
pursued by Riyadh for several years, 
despite budgetary cuts stemming 
from a sharp decline in oil revenues. 
While overall defence spending 
dropped from a high of $20 billion in 
1981 to $14 billion this year, it bas 
doubied from 20 to 40 per cent of 
the national budget over the same 
period. The Saudis have chosen to 
deal with their shrinking national 
income by reducing spending on in- 

re, industrialization, and 
by cutting subsidies. 

While many analysts explain Ri- 
yadh’s military expenditures by 
pointing to the threat of an Iranian 
attack. Goldberg finds this reason- 
ing problematic. “The Saudis are 
now bidding $3-5 billion for a force 
of submarines which have very little 
use in the Persian Gulf. They are 
also conducting talks with Brazil for 
the purchase of 1200 Osario tanks, 
which could hardly help them 
against Iran. given that it is located 
on the other side of the Gulf.” 

Other weapons that Riyadh is 
buying, which might be more effec- 
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tive in fighting Iran, won't be opera- 
tional for 10 years, by when Saudi 
personnel will have been trained to 
use them. 


“THE RECENT arms purchases 
can't be explained by the reality of 
the present-day Iranian threat,” 
Goldberg says, arguing that the real 
impetus for the purchases stems 
from the Saudis’ “panicked™ state of 
mind. “Their world view,” he says. 
“has always been: “We are living 
here in the desert surrounded by 
enemies who want to destroy us.’ 
For every historical period, the Sau- 
dis have had an enemy. First the 
Ottomans, then the Hashemites, 
then Nasserism. During the 1970s, 
they had a short break but then they 
were faced by their worst enemy 
ever, Ayatollah Khomeini. 
“Khomeini has exacerbated the 
Saudis state of panic. He poses a 
threat not only on political, military 
and stratgeic grounds but also on reli- 
gious grounds. He is the first oppo- 
nent to say that the Saudis have 
deviated from Islam and have no 
right to rule over the holy places.” 
Recent [ragi military successes 
against Iran have done little to ease 
Saudi anxiety, he says. because an 
Iraqi victory would also pose a po- 
tential threat to Riyadh: “The Sau- 
dis know that despite their present 
cooperation with Iraq against Iran, 
the secular, Ba’athist Iraqi regime is 
inherently hostile to the roya! fam- 
ily.” 
‘The possible threat from Iraq and 
other perceived enemies will lead to 
a continuation of massive arms pur- 
chases by Riyadh in the coming 
years: “The build-up policy is going 
to be with us for a long time,” Gold- 
berg predicts. 


REGARDING THE military bal- 
ance of forces in the region, the 
Saudis, even with their new acquisi- 
tions, “still don’t rank as heavy- 
weights” in the Middle East, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ze’ev Eytan, comparative 
military analyst at the Jaffee Centre 
for Strategic Studies. 

The Saudis, he says, have only 
90,000 men under arms, compared 
with over a million soldiers in both 
the Iraqi and Lranian armies, a Syr- 
ian army of over 700,000, and Egyp- 
tian and Israeli mobilization capa- 
bilities of one million and 500,000 
respectively. Every one of these 
countries possesses several thou- 
sand tanks, compared with the Sau- 
di’s current 500. 

However, the Saudi acquisition of 
Tornados represents “‘a very signifi- 
cant step for its air force, he says, 
making it a “potential threat to oth- 
er countries in the region, including 
Israel”. 

Last week's Tornado deal and the 
continuation of delivery of Torna- 
dos ordered in a 1986 contract with 
Britain mean that Saudi Arabia will 
increase the size of its air force from 
206 to 300 planes. While this is only 
about half the number of aircraft 
possessed by each of the air forces of 
Israel. Iraq, Syria and Egypt, unlike 
the other forces in the region, the 
Saudi range will be composed en- 
Grely of top-quality aircraft, rather 
than a mixture of modern and 
obsolete. 

Nor will the Saudis face a major 
problem in integrating the new Brit- 
ish planes with their 60 American F- 
15s. since their air force is already 
divided into separately trained Brit- 
ish eas American squadrons, Eytan 
said. 
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According to Eytan, the Saudis 
would have several options in de- 
ploying their weaponry should hos- 
tilities break out between Israel and 
a third country: “The Saudis could 
contribute several squadrons of the 
new planes for attacks on Israeli tar- 
gets. Jordan also will be using Tor- 
nados, so the Saudis would be in a 
position to replace Jordanian air 
losses.” 

Another Saudi option, he says. 
would be to deploy the Tornados as 


“stand-off weapons” by equipping 
them with air-to-surface missiles 
which could hit targets inside Israe! 
from Saudi air space. 

Despite the increasing Saudi 
threat, Israeli strategists “should 
not react by purchasing large 
amounts of new equipment and al- 
lowing Israel to be pushed into an 
arms race,” Eytan says. Rather, Is- 
rael should maintain defence expen- 
ditures at their current level. while

IF THE HEAD of a Christian 
church in Jerusalem is faced with a 
problem involving the Israeli gov- 
ernment, he can appeal to the Min- 
istry for Religious Affairs, the Min- 
istry for Foreign Affairs. the prime 
minister's adviser on Arab affairs or 
Jerusalem City Hall. 

If the spiritual leaders of Jerusa- 
lem’s 135,000 Moslems are faced 
with a similar problem, they fave 
only one address, City Hall. The 
reason for this strange state of af- 
fairs is related to both the structure 
of the Moslem religious organiza- 
tion and the special way in which 
City Hall operates. 

The results could be seen two 
weeks ago when riots broke out in 
the Old City after Religious Affairs 
Ministry officials began excavating a 
hole near the Temple Mount and 
the two municipality officials who 
might have been able to allay the 
fears of the Moslem leaders hap- 
pened to be unavailable. 

The Moslem religious leadership 
in East Jerusalem, as in the entire 
area former Jordanian-held sector 
of Jerusalem, is organized in two 
bodies. the Moslem High Council 
and the Wakf (religious trust), both: 
headed by the same person. Sheikh 
Saad e-Din al-Alami. 

The High Council, which is simi- 
Jar to a body by the same name set 
up under the British Mandate, is ἃ 
group of laymen who have under- 
taken to represent Islam vis-a-vis a 
non-Moslem government. During 
the Jordanian rule. there was no 
such council since Jordan itself ig a 
Moslem state. The council has only 
limited powers and its main influ- 
ence derives from the personalities 
of those involved. 

The Wakf is still part of the Jorda- 
nian Ministry of al-Awkaf. It admin- 
isters holy places, mosques, reli- 
gious courts and the vast properties 
donated over the ages for charitable 
purposes. Its employees are civil 
servants, whose salaries are paid by 
the Jordanian government and it is 
thus not surprising that in political 
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matters their prime allegiance is to 
the Hashemite kingdom. 

Since neither body recognizes the 
Israeli occupation or the unification 
of Jerusalem as legal, they do not 
maintain any contact with the gov- 
ernment, or even with the officers of 
the Civil Administration. When Re- 
ligious Affairs Ministry director- 
general Zevulun Orlev met Sheikh 
al-Alami by chance at the Allenby 
Bridge last week, it was the first 
time that the two had spoken to 
each other. 

But al-Alami and his officials, 
both in the council and in the Wakf, 
have had long-standing and regular 
contacts with City Hall. The two 

ple with whom they are most 
likely to talk are Amir Heshin, the 
mayor's adviser on East Jerusalem, 
and city manager Aharon Sarig. 
who formerly held Hesbin's 
position. 


BOTH SARIG and Heshin are the 
kind of shirt-sleeve. jovial adminis- 
trators, noted for keeping their cool 


under fire and dedicated to ad hoc 
solutions, who have become associ- 
ated with Mayor Teddy Kollek. 
According to Heshin. there have 
been continuous, if informal, rela- 


tions between City Hall and the P 


Moslem officials since 1967. Many 
of the matters discussed, Heshin 
said, were very sensitive, not given 
to unilateral solution, even if the 
Israeli authorities had the right to do 
so. He stressed that relations had 
been always correct, even it the two 
sides did not always agree. 
Subjects for discussion ranged 
from such matters as the import of 
rugs for the Aksa Mosque from Sau- 
dia Arabia to the rental of buildings 
belonging to the Wakf for schools to 
personal matters such as family uni- 
fication. There were no regularly 
scheduled meetings, but either side 
could and often did arrange for a 
miceting, either at City Hall or at the 
Wakf offices adjoining the Temple 
Mount, with a simple telephone call. 
For example, when Religious Af- 
fairs Minister Zevulun Hammer this 
week came with a group of journal- 
ists to the excavation that had 
caused the riots the week before, 
the deputy director of the Wakf 
called Amir Heshin to find out what 
was going ou. Heshin also insisted 
that there had been no change in 
these contacts, either in their tone 
or in their frequency, since the be- 
ginning of the intifada seven months 


ago. 

Isn't it difficult to work with a 
body that is, in fact, inimical to the 
state and all it represents? 

Says Heshin: “I can’t base my 
work on emotions or what other 
people think about me. IfI did that, 
I would have to resign. I can't say 
the Wakf loves us, but they do ac- 
cept us as the governing body.” 

He added that it was the antipathy, 
to the state that made the Wakf 
unwilling to deal with Israel govern- 
ment institutions such as the Reli- 
gious Affairs Ministry. Since City 
Hall was only a Jocal authority, the 
contacts were easier and less formal. 


NOT UNEXPECTEDLY, the mu- 
‘nicipal officials are convinced that 


th the Wakf | 


their approach has succeeded where 
others have failed. They point to the 
Religious Affairs Ministry handling 
of the excavation as a case in point. 
The problem. Sarig clearly im- 
lied. not expressly saying so, lay in. 
the heavy-handed approach of the 
Ministry for Religious: Affairs. Ac- 
cording to the ministry, City Hall 
had agreed to the excavations and to 
their timing, but Sarig insisted that 
the municipal representative to the 
Western Wall committee, which is 
responsible for the project, was in- 
formed only 20 minutes before 
Shabbat that the work would begin 
on Sunday morning. As the munici- 
ntative is an observant 
Jew, he did not transmit the mes- 
sage promptly. ; 
Later the ministry said that the 
riots had begun because a senior 
municipal official had told the Mos- 
lems that the excavation was illegal. 
In fact, Sarig insisted that the Reli- 
gious Affairs Ministry did act illegal- 
ly, by excavating without ἃ munici- 
pal permit. He added, however, that 
because the ministry had evidently 
intended to take City Hall by sur- 
prise, there had been no one around 
to tell the Moslems that even if he 
had wished to. 


SARIG IS especially bitter towards 
district. archaeologist Dan Bahat, 
whom Sarig accused of misleading 
the Religious Affairs Ministry. The 
basis of this deception, Sarig said, 
was a letter written in December by 
Deputy Mayor Avraham Kahila ap- 
proving the excavation. 

In June, Sarig sent Kahila an in- 
ternal memo noting the ministry's 
intention to dig, despite City Hall's 
opposition, and asking Kahila not to 
issue a municipal permit for the ex- 
cavation. But according to Sarig, 
Bahat had produced Kahila’s earlier 
letter as evidence that there was 
such a permit. 

“I can understand the ministry. 
They made a mistake and fell flat on 
their faces and now they are looking 
for someone to blame,” said Sarig, 
expressing his wonder that anyone 
would begin such work without 
careful coordination with the Wakf.

One also has to know what one 
wants. Light years ago, when J first 
met Carlebach, he had given up be- 
ing a congregational rabbi, because 
he did not like the idea of standing 
up in the pulpit and looking down at 
the congregation. Then, after the 
death of his father, Rabbi Naftali 
Carlebach, he took over his father’s 

Kehilat Jacob Congregation in New 
York’s West 79th Street. He shares 
it with his brother, Rabbi Eli Haim 
Carlebach, and it works out fine. 
because there are long periods when 
the Singing Rabbi is away on con- 
cert tours. 

He has sung in almost every coun- 
try with a Jewish population. He has 
been trying for two years to get to 
Poland. He is absolutely convinced 
that there are more Jews left there 
than indicated by any of the demo- 
graphic surveys — and he wants to 
find them. 

Carlebach is spending the sum- 
mer in Israel with his two daughters, 
Neshuma (13) and Nedara (11), who 
live’ with their mother in Toronto, 
Canada. The affection between 
them was immediately apparent af- 
ter he finished leading the spirited 
Friday-night paves in the hotel 
synagogue, when they both draped 
themselves around him and refused 
to let him go, and later when, just 
before the kiddush, he blessed each 
of them in tum. 

After the meal. he held a teach-in 
in one of the rooms adjacent to the 
ballroom.

Sitting down, he went through his 
regular routine of getting everyone's 
name and repeating it and then in- 
troducing them to each other. Each 
time another person appeared on 
the scene, he went through all the 
introductions again. remembering 
every name and adding some com- 
plimentary description as he went 
along. 

Despite his poor health, he es- 
chewed the Sabbath elevator and 
opted for the stairwell, stopping ev- 
ery few steps to rest. Finally he was 
prevailed upon to enter the eleva- 
tor.

IN 1963, four years before he found- 
ed the House of Love and Prayer, 
Carlebach became a Soviet Jewry 
activist. 

Asked what he thinks of the deci- 
sion by the Israel government to 
have Rossian Jewish emigrés ἣν 
here via Bucharest instead of Vien- 
na, he sighs and says: “It's very sad 
that we have to struggle to get them 
out of the USSR, and even sadder 
that we have to force them to come 
to Israel.” 

His contributions to committed 
Judaism and to the struggle for Sovi- 
et Jewry are conveniently over- 
looked, says Carlebach. Others 
have stepped in to take the credit.

IF YOU'RE a Stephen Sondheim 
fan but find that listening to all his 
songs is too time-consuming an en- 
terprise, then Side by Side is for you. 

Based on a 1975 Broadway show, 
this Khan Theatre production, 
which opens tonight. is a review 
of Sondheim's biggest hits from 
West Side Story (1957) to Sunday in 
the Park With George (1984). 

Stephen Sondheim is indisputably 
the reigning composer-lyricist of the 
contemporary American musical 
theatre. He made his Broadway de- 
but in 1956 with the incidental music 
for Girls of Swnmer, and in the fol- 
lowing year commanded major at- 
tention with the lyrics for Wesi Side 
Story and Gypsy. In 1962 he 
emerged on the professiona] scene 
as a composer as well as a lyricist, 
with the score for A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the Forum. 
Subsequent successes include <iny- 
one Can Whistle, Follies. A Little 
Night Music and, most recently, into 
the Woods. 

In the fall, the show's producers 
would like to initiate alternate per- 
formances in English and Hebrew. 
but for now. Sondheim aficionados 
will have to be content with He- 
brew. Those familiar with his lyrics 
will appreciate the efforts of transla- 


the singers performing in Sondheim's ‘Side By Side.”

tor Dan Aimagor, who has adapted 
to the Israeli stage such musicals as 
My Fair Lady. Fiddler on the Roof 
and The King and I. 

“In general jt is a difficult task to 
translate from Hebrew to English in 
rhyme. and Sondheim's case is par- 
ticularly challenging.” said Alma- 


gor. “About 80 per cent of the 
words in the English language are 
one syllable, whereas most Hebrew 
words are two or more. When J was 
working on My Fair Lady, 1 only 
had to worry about making a rhyme 
at the end of the line, but with Sond- 
beim, there are internal rhymes. 


THE ORIGINAL show included 37 
songs, but Khan Theatre artistic di- 
rector Amit Gazit and arranger 
Raffi Kadishson have cut it to 25, 
replacing some of the less well- 
known songs with more popular 
tunes written after 1975. Μὲ want 
a balanced production so that every- 
one in the audience will hear at least 
one of his favourites tunes," said 
public-relations director Levana 
Litani. 

The stage. done in black and 
white, has a piano -- the only musical 
accompaniment ~ at either end. The 
four singers -- Sarai Tzuriel. Elli 
Gorenstein, Gil Alon and Elki Ja- 
cobs -- emerge into this Art Deco 
ambience in tuxedos and black eve- 
ning gowns. 

The second half boasts more co- 
lourful costumes. The first three 
songs feature performers dressed as 
figures from the turn-of-the-century 
art world. A prostitute in the style of 
a Toulouse-Lautrec painting sings 
“I Never Do Anything Twice”; a 
barlequin ἃ Ja Picasso performs “Ey- 
erybody Says No”: and a lovestnick 
model and indifferent artist sing a 
duet from Sunday in the Park With 
George, a musical based on the life 
of Neo-Impressionist painter 
Georges Seurat. 

The play will start at Tzavta, Tel 
Aviv, tonight, followed by six per- 
formances at the Jerusalem Khan 
Theatre beginning on Sunday 

evening.

A modern Jewish leader had this 
to say about his people’s irritability: 
“They fee! that every least thing is 
dreadfully important and it makes 
them ill. Stomach ulcers are a typi- 
cally Jewish complaint. They are al- 
ways irritated, excited or ἴῃ passion. 
Their discussions are always exag- 


elites were independent thinkers 
and overly critical. 

Jews, as a rule, do not easily ac- 
cept ideological dictates or collec- 
tive thinking. Where there are two 
Jews, the old saying goes, there are 
three opinions. 

Jews are as far removed as possi- 
ble from hero worship; they refuse 
to follow the leader blindly. Even 
Moses was scrutinized in every one 
of his public and private acts.

Moses voices his predicament 2f- 
ter telling his people of his admira- 
tion for them and bestowing a bless- 
ing upon them. 

“The Lord your God has multi- 
plied you, and behold you are this 
day as the stars of heaven for multi- 
tude... The Lord, the God of your 
fathers, make you a thousand times 
@s many more as you are and bless 
you as he has promised you” (ibid., 
verses 10-11). 

Tf we read Moses’ words carefully, 
we can find in them not only praise 
and blessing, but also subtle criti- 
cism. “Behold, you are like the 
stars,”’ fulfils the promise God gave 
to our ancestor Abrahain so many 
years previously (Genesis 22:17). 
But, “the Lord, the God οὗ your 
fathers” should multiply you even 
more and fulfil the rest of His prom-

ise to you, which is not only to be 
like the stars, but also to be like “the 
sand of the sea” (ibid.). 

The stars look at us from high 
above, they glimmer in the distance, 
proud and individualistic, each star 
to itself. The sand is under our feet, 
fowly and humble, but the grains are 
grouped together, compactly. 

Moses hints that now they are 
only like the stars, worlds apart. 
How can he bear the thought of 
what might happen when two stars 
collide? God's full promise com- 
bines the imagery of the stars with 
the imagery of the sand, individual- 
ism and togetherness. May He bless 
you and fulfil His promise. - 


THE FIRST chapter of Deuterono- 
my is read in the synagogue on the 
Sabbath preceding the 9th of Av, 
the day of mourning and fasting 
marking the destruction of the Tem- 
ple and the loss of Jewish 
independence. 
The rabbis point out that the word 
echa, “how?” uttered by Moses 
(“How can I bear” etc.) is used also 
by Isaiah πὶ the first chapter of his 
book ( “How is the faithful city be- 
come a harlot?”), which is the Aaf- 
tara, the prophetic portion read in 
the synagogue on this Sabbath. 
The word is repeated again by 
Jeremiah in the first chapter of Lam- 
entations (Echa -- “How does the 
city sit solitary?”) read on the 9th of 
Av. Echa - “how” - is the key word 
in the story of the destruction. It

expresses profound astonishment 
not at what outside powers did to 
the Jewish people, but at how the 
nation jet itself be consumed by in- 
temal conflicts and quarrels. 

When subsequent generations of 
Sages sought to derive the lessons of 
the catastrophic event they did not 
Strive to answer the question of 
“why” it happened, but rather with 
“how” it happened. 


“THE FIRST TEMPLE™ say the 
rabbis in the Talmud (Yoma, 9b), 
“was destroyed because of three 
sins: idolatry, incest and bloodshed. 
In the time of the Second Temple, 
when everyone was engaged in 
studying Tora, practising the pre- 
cepts and performing acts of kind- 
ness ~ why was the Temple de- 
stroyed? Because of causeless 
hatred. This is to teach us that ha- 
tred without cause outweighs alt 
three: jdolatry, incest 
bloodshed.” 

In talmudic literature there are 
long lists of reasons to explain the 
destruction (ee TB Sabbath 1196). 
Among these is a statement by Rab- 
bi Yohanan (third century, Tiberi- 
as) who says (TB Baba Metzia 30b): 
“Jerusalem was destroyed because 
they (the judicial authorities) acted 
only according to the strict letter of 
the law and were reluctant to act 
within the tolerance of the law." 

Are these two statements con- 
nected? Did the religious judges in 
Jerusalem act the way they did be- 
cause of causeless hatred towards 
other Jews? (The question is raised 
by the tosafot commentary on the 
Talmud.) The possibility that they 
May actually be connected is sad- 
dening and one wonders how many 
of today’s rabbis are ready to heed 
the words of Rav Kook, the saintly 
first chief rabbi of Palestine (1865- 
1935), who suggested that the only 
way to react to causeless hatred, 
which brought on the destruction, is 
with causeless love. 

Causeless hatred brought about 
the destruction of the Temple. One 
who wishes to rebuild the Temple 
must love his fellow Jews, even 
though they may not seem worthy in 
his eyes, Furthermore, one must not 
look to the strictness of the law 
when it comes to stretching out a 
welcoming hand to brethren coming 
from afar, Causeless love must take 
the place of causeless hate for the 
Temple to be rebuilt.

Adi Amorai, 
the deputy 


who defied 
convention

ACCORDING TO conventional political wisdom in 
Israel, a deputy-ministership is not a post politicians 
should accept. It is usually devoid of formal authority; 
deputy ministers are left with nothing to do. and the job 
usually leads to the end of a political career. 

Judging by the experience of former deputy finance 
ministers, there is much to support the argument, Ye- 
hezke] Flomin and Haim Kaufman both failed in the 
job. and thei: tenures at the Treasury were nothing to be 
proud of. 

In the case of Adi Amorai, the present deputy finance 
minister, there is no doubt that the post has not helped 
him politically. In the eyes of many Histadrut and 
Labour Party activists, be is to0 closely identified with 
the Treasury and with Finance Minister Moshe Nissim. 
He has made a point of supporting the Treasury iz its 
clashes with Labour Party ministers when he thought 
that Finance Ministry officials were right -- 4 case in 
point being his stance during the current health-system 
crisis. 

But, on the first two points. conventional wisdom is 
wrong in his case: Amorai has specifically defined pow- 
ers at the Treasury, and he knows how to use them. In 
fact, many senior Treasury officials have come to regard 
him as “one of them.” and not as just another politician 
appointed as a result of a coalition agreement. 

More than anything else. Amorai’s name has been 
identified with the capital market reform implemented 
since 1986. The reform has been a success story; in fact, 
some economists consider it a silent revolution. For the 
first time in many years, it has enabled firms ta raise 
resources in the capital market. 

Three years ago the government was raising capital 
through the sale of five-year bonds linked to the price 
index. The cost to the government of this capital was as 
high as 9.2 per cent a year in real terms. Previously the 
government had been sa pressured by its deficits that it 
had sold two-year bonds. Nowadays the government is 
selling the pubiic six-year bonds at a cost of 4.1 per cent 
a year. It is also selling 17-year bonds at a cost of about 
4.9 per cent. 

More important. the private sector has been able to 
raise capital in the market: it is much less dependent 
than io the past on directed credit or budgetary subsi- 
dies. The vield it must offer is still very high. some 5.5 
per cent to 6.1 per cent for the bonds issued by banks as 
undertakers for private firms, but the situation is far 
more favourable than it was three years ago. 


THE BASIS far the success of the reform has been the 
sharp fall in government deficits. This enabled Amorai 
and his colleagues to lower the Treasury's borrowing 
requirements, making available greater amounts for the 
business sector. In 1987-88 some NIS 2 billion were 
released in this way, and the Treasury planned to release 
NIS 2.1 billion in 1988-89, But Amorai says there is a 
danger that there will be an unplanned rise in the 
government deficit that will allow the Treasury to re- 
lease only NIS 1.6 billion. 

However, the reform has resulted in more than in- 
creased opportunities for the business sector to sell 
bonds in the capital market. The actual availability of 


credit has also risen. In 1987, the second year of the 


(Benzian) 


reform. Amorai and the capital market team composed 
of Bank of Israel and Treasury officials lowered from 75 
per cent to 50 per cent.the amount the commercial banks 
had to put at the disposal of the government from long- 
and medium-term saving schemes. This enabled com- 
mercial banks to grant long-term credit to the business 
sector. ai 


AMORAI ADMITS the reform has met:'with some 
obstacles that it has not been able to avercome. One of 
them is stiff opposition by the Histadrut-tinked pension 
funds to being included in the reform. These funds want 
the Treasury to continue selling them special non-trade- 
able bonds, yielding 6.3 per cent in real annual terms. to 
cover most of their pension commitments. For its part, 
the Treasury would like the pension funds to be much 
more active in the capital market. 

Amorai sees his contribution as being not only in the 
area of capital market reform. He thinks he also pro- 
moted the success of the economic stabilization pro~ 
gramme. especially in the first critical months after it 
was launched. 

He reports that in the second half of 1985 the public 
converted into shekels some $400 million it had beld in 
vash, and another $1.1 billion from foreign currency- 
linked accounts. This. he says. could have caused a 
monetary flood that would have simply washed away 
stability if the huge sums were not neutralized. That this 
did not happen he attributes to the way the Treasury and 
the Bank of {srael managed monetary developments. 


DURING 1987 an influx of 51 billion in foreign currency 
also threatened to damage stability. and again steps 
were taken to neutralize it. He calculates that during the 
first six months of this year the public was selling to the 
Bank of Israel a net sum of about $100 million a month. 

Amorai says he prevented a 10 per cent levy on all 
financial assets which some of the stabilization plan 
authors wanted to impose. He thinks that such a step 
would have shaken the public's confidence in the gov- 
erament and ruiged the government's ability to encour- 
age savings. This was linked to the earlier problem: if 
the public refused to save in government securities and 
schemes, it would have been impossible to neutralize the 
effects of the monetary flood that was taking place at the 
time. 

Amorai is nearing the end of his tenure as deputy 
finance minister. but will probably continue to work 
with the same Treasury and Bank of Israel officials. The 
Finance Ministry has approached him to head the team 
of officials that will implement the 1983 bank shares 
arrangement. This would mean not only rescheduling 
the huge amounts of money that will be paid to the 
public, but, more important, resolving what is to be 
done with the banks after most of the shares are held by 
the government. 


He is already thinking in terms of granting voting 
rights to these shares; this would create a market for 
them and minimize the cost to the taxpayer of imple- 
menting the arrangement. He also thinks it would be 
possible to sell the shares to the public. thus avoiding the 
problem of nationalizing the banking system.

Hapoalim marc 


THE HISTADRUTS economic 
empire has been in so much trouble 
these past few weeks that it seems 
almost out of place to draw atten- 
tion to its biggest success story of 
recent years. We refer to Bank 
Hapoalim. 

In fact, the pundits who have pre- 
dicted the imminent demise of Koor 
would be well advised to review 
what was being said and written 
about Hapoalim exactly three years 


0. 

At that time, soon after the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Programme laid 
bare the fact that most of the Hista- 
drut- and government-owned sec- 
tors of the economy had little equity 
and vast debts, there were 
who had calculated that if only a few 
of these major debtors went belly- 
up, they would take Hapoalim with 
them. On the list were Solel Boneh 
(Histadrut), Zim (Histadrut and 
government), Arkia (Histadrat}, 
the kibbutz and moshav sectors 
(mainly Histadrut), Beit Shemesh 
Engines (government), Israel Ship- 
yards (government) and, looming in 
the distance. Koor, with its Soltams 
and its Alliances. 

Hapoalim was perceived, correct- 
ly, to be more vulnerable than other 
banks, because its loan portfolio is 
both bigger absolutely. and skewed 
far more heavily in the direction of 
government and Histadrut Joans 
than any of its rivals. 

Not only has Hapoalim survived: 
it has prospered along the way. And 
many of those erstwhile threats have 
been either neutralized completely. 
or cut down to size. 

To take just one example of each: 
Arkia has been put through a thor- 
ough recovery programme and is 
now in much better shape; while 
Sole! Boneh has been ruthlessly 
pared. and the rump is being 
Merged with Shikun Ovdim, which 
should at least stop it’s being a prob- 
fem to its bankers, if nor yet making 
it a profitable outfit. 


HAPOALIM HAS, in fact. become 
expert at recovery mes, and 
has tended to implement them with 
increasing frequency. The mixture 
of rescheduling and writing down 
the borrower's loans, while oversee- 
ing the streamlining of his business 
operations, has been lied in nu- 
merous contexts, including that of 
the moshavim. Which explains, inter 
alia, why there have not been more 
moshavim collapsing while waiting 
for the government. Tes- 
cue package to get off the ground. 

But crisis management, however 
well done, is a rather negative mea- 
sure of success. Staunching losses, 
or stretching them out over time, is 
a useful talent to have, but Hapoa- 
to be a bank, not a 
Management consultancy firm. 
However, it secognized this back in 
1984/85. and moved to create new 
“profit centres,” as the jargon has 
it, by developing its business in ar- 
eas that offer high profits and 
growth potential. 

Many of these, such as the self- 
employed, small businesses, and up-

per-income households, are exactly 
the parts of the economy where Ha- 
lim was traditionally weakest. 
Nevertheless, it has, over the last 
couple of years, made a major effort 
to establish a significant presence in 
them. And and to judge by its re- 
sults last year and this. it is succeed- 
ing. There are still conservatives 
who question whether the Israeli 
banking industry's recent move to 
consumer lending is either profit- 
able or safe in the long run. Hapoa- 
lim, for one, is betting heavily that it 
is, because if it ain't, the bank will 
have succeeded only in jumping 
from the frying pan to the fire. 
Others of its former weak points, 
such as its foreign-currency deposit 
base, its correspondent banking 
business, and the level of computer 
services it provides. both domesti- 
cally and abroad, have also been 
given close attention, and far-reach- 
ing changes have occurred, and are 
still underway, in all of them. 


NONE OF these things happened 
by themselves. They were all the 
Tesult of conscious management de- 
cisions and, if we accept that they 
were correct, then we have the un- 
usual sight of a major Histadrut 
company conceiving, planning and 
executing a total revolution in its 
business strategy correctly. 

The man mainly responsible for 
this radical change in what is now 
the nation's largest banking group is 
Amiram Sivan. He took over at Ha- 
poalim in mid-1986, in the wake of: 
the Bejski Commission report. and 
found a management structure that 
was totally centralized. and a lend- 
ing policy that rested on a small 
number of very large. but not very 
healthy. borrowers. He immediately 
set about reversing this state of af- 
fairs, and while the process is by no

“IT’S EASY enough to say that 
Alliance's workers dug their own 
graves, by not reporting back to 
work this past Sunday, After all. the 
court had warned them a week earli- 
er it would order the plant closed if 
they didn’t show up. 

But now that more than 1.000 
breadwinners in the vicinity of Ha- 
dera are out of work. perhaps more 
serious thought should be devoted 
to the question of who really bears 
responsibility for the ugly demise of 
ἃ company that was once a source of 
pride for its workers and its town. 

The workers. in all fairness, could 
- and should - have handled things 
better. Given the choice of agreeing 
fo ἃ recovery programme. which 
called for cuts in wages and man- 
power. or having the plant closed 
down for goad, the warkets opted 
for the latter. 

This choice - as the company's 
management has long insisted and 
even the Histadrut eventually came 
around to see - was the only one 
available. With its record losses of a 
quarter-of-a-billion dollars for last 
year, Koor was no longer in a posi- 
tion ~ to say the least -- to bail its 
tyre-manufacturing subsidiary out 
of its continued josses. 


es? 


Perhaps the workers felt that if 
ἴδον held out long enough. as they 
had in past squabbles with manage- 
ment. they would eventually get 
their way, especially with elections 
just around the comer. Or maybe 
they sincerely believed that their 
managers were [ying ta them and 
the company’s situation was not all 
that bad. And. of course. there are 
also the principles involved: Hista- 
drut-owned enterprises. as the 
workers have long insisted. should 
under no circumstances be subject- 
ed to the humiliation and degrada- 
tion of receivership. 


WHATEVER THE case, it is clear 
they have not woken up to the fact 
that times have changed in the coun- 
try and the days when Histadrut en- 
terprises were paradise-like work- 
ers’ republics are very quickly 
fading. All the more so now that 
Koor, the Histadrut’s industrial 
arm, is headed by a man like Benny 
Gaon who is not ashamed to say he 
advocates, under certain circum- 
stances. the principles of /aisses- 
faire capitalism. 

Whether or not the majority of 
Alliance’s workers supported the 
company’s militant works commit- 
tee in its “all or nothing” approzch 


During the protest. 


is no longer relevant. However sad 
it may be that workers who were 
willing to return to their jobs were 
subjected to threats and even bodily 
ubuse. the point is that when it came 
down to it these “rebels” weren't 
able to muster enough guts τὰ take 
an open stand against their 
leadership. 


BUT LETS NOT forget that the 
tragic saga of Alliance didn't begin 
yesterday. As far back as five years 
ago. its management had broached 
the option of selling the company to 
an assets stripper. At that time. 
however. Alliance was controlled by 
a group of American investors and 
Koor was only a minority sharehold- 
erin the company. Presented by its 
U.S. partners with the choice of sell- 
ing out or purchasing ail their 
shares, Koor, feeling a moral re- 
sponsibility to the workers. ypted 
for the latter. 

And this is where the issue of 
Management responsibility comes 
into play. For years. both the Amer- 
ican investors and Koor had been 
jax in their duties. letting the work- 
ers run the entire show. While the 
company Was enjoying its heyday in

the 1970s. nobody bothered to ask 
whether this over-generosity was an 
advisable course to take. At that 
time. Alliance hud succeeded in car- 
nering the American market for ra- 
dial tyres and ranked among the 
country’s most prafitable 
enterprises. 

But when it began to lose its com- 
petitive edge. the workers had al- 
ready become used to the good life 
and were not willing to take part in 
belt-tightening measures for the 
sake of the company. The most re- 
cent team af managers at the com- 
pany, appointed just last year. re- 
calis that during those years. the 
works committee chairman. Rafi 
Bohadne. was to all intents and pur- 
poses the real managing-director of 
the company. 


ALTHOUGH THERE was πὸ 
need for more than 1.000 workers to 
man the plani in those days. the 
company craployed as many as 
1.800. And thanks to generous bo- 
Hus payments and fringe benefits. 
workers at Alliance were taking 
home salanes considerably higher 
than those earned by their counter- 
Parts tn other factories in the area. 


What did all this indulgence to- 
wards workers achieve? Last year, 
annual labour costs per worker at 
Alliance were considerably higher 
than those in the tyre industries of 
the U.S.. England. and West Ger- 
many. while product per worker at 
the company was Significantly low- 
er. But while the tyre industry the 
world over has undergone a crisis in 
recent years, management at all the 


: Other major companies had no prob- 


lems implementing recovery pro- 
grammes which eventually got them 
back on their feet. Oniy at Alliance 
was the mere mention of a Tecovery 


ἡ programme seen as a blatant insult 


to the rights of workers. 


This is not to suggest that the 
entire blame fies with incompetent 
management . The Histadrut. in its 
schizophrenic role of owner and 
workers’ representative. was also a 
major villain in the story. 


To take one example: back in 
1986. when times were far from 
g00d at Alliance, the workers de- 
manded a 30 per cent wage increase. 
The company's shareholders at 


: Koor refused to pay anything ubove 


a four per cent rise. The workers 
perhaps thought that if they struck 
the plant. their shareholders would 
begin to see the light. But this time, 
Koor wasn't taken in and decided to 
lock the workers out of the plant. 
hiring a security firm to protect its 
Premises. 


AS A RESULT of the violent con- 
frontations which ensued, the Hista- 
drut, feeling it had somehow failed 
in its role of protector of the work- 
ers. ordered management at Alli- 
ance (0 pay wage increases which 
were so high that one executive 
states unequivocally “this is what 
destroyed the c ny. 

The Histadrut’s wishy-washy 
stand during the past several 
months, when the Alliance issue 
heated up again. perhaps more than 
anything else. explains what at times 
seemed like irrational behavior on 
the part of the workers. 

In his letter of resignation from 
Koor. former Managing Director 
Yeshayahu Gavish said he could not 
cantinue to implement his recovery 
Programme for the concer after 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar went behind his back in sup- 
port of the workers at Alliance. 

Even after Benny Gaon took over 
with guaranteed support from Kes- 
sar the Histadrut trade union chief. 


Are workers or management to blame for the closure of a 
once-thriving plant? Judy Maltz considers the issue 


Haim Haberfeld. went and signed 
an agreement on a recovery pro- 
gramme with the works committee 
of Alliance. when it was obvious 
that without the approval of the 
State-appointed receiver this accord 
was absolutely meaningless. Haber- 
feld's deputy. Efraim Jiloni, later 
tried to save face by saying it was 
merely ‘ta memorandum of 
understanding”. 

This past Sunday, after having led 
the workers on and then tuming his 
back on them, the only reaction 
from the man who was meant to 
champion the workers’ cause was 
that the Histadrut would try to find 
some way of rcopening the plunt. 


PERHAPS THE only person who 
comes out of this fiasco sounding 
credible is the man who served as 
Alliance's managing director for the 
past year, Yinon Ezroni. On Sun- 
day. while the sounds of workers 
cheering the court's decision to close 
the plant down blared through his 
window. Ezroni sat in his office. a 
broken man. 

After months of trying to con- 
vince the workers. the Histadrut. 
and even Knesset members that a 
recovery programme was the only 
option left for the company, some- 
where along the line, he realized. his 
message had not got through. 

An “Outstanding Exporter 
Award" for Alliance still hangs on 
his office wall. a sad reminder of 
what was. Addressing a small group 
of reporters on that fateful morning. 
Ezroni noted that for the first time 
ever a factory has been closed down 
in Israel, not under pressure from 
Management but under pressure 
from workers who were not willing 
to accept any compromise solution. 

“I believe that this factory has a 
right to exist and that there was no 
reason it should have been closed,” 
he emphasized.

But there is another aspect of 
computerization that is even more 
important, and that is management 
information systems. If your MIS is 
ineffective, then your managers, at 
head office and branch level, are 
working in the dark, with one hand 
tied behind their backs. 

Sivan has been switched on to 
computerization since he was an up- 
and-coming economist at the Trea- 
sury. There, and later as head of the 
National Insurance Institute, and 
then back at the Treasury as direc- 
tor-general in the late 1970s, he put 
chips high on the menu of a reluc- 
tant and generally uncomprehend- 
ing bureaucratic system. At Hapoa- 
lim, he shook out the lethargy and 
has got the bank properly plugged 
in. It has cost $200 million to obtain 
the systems he felt were needed, but 
he is certain that the investment was 
both unavoidable and worthwhile. 

Sivan has also played a leading 
role in pushing Hapoalim into the 
larger role that its size and impor- 
tance require it to play on the inter- 
national stage. 

Unlike Benny Gaon at Koor, 
whose crisis was immediate and 
overwhelming, Sivan has not had to 
say and do so many unpleasant 
things to move Hapoalim away from 
the dangers that threatened to en- 
gulf it in 1985.

Greeks don’t see tourism 
slump after terror attack 


ATHENS (AP) — Greece's top tour- 
ism official says he doesn’t expect a 
terrorist attack on ἃ cruise ship will 
scare off large numbers of foreign 
visitors, the country's largest source 
of foreign exchange. 

“Acts like these affect tourism, 
but it is temporary. Greek tourism is 
not about to be destroyed,” Nikos 
Skoulas, deputy national economy 
minister, told reporters Wednesday. 

“Despite a temporary setback, we 
will bounce back,” he said. 

In 1987, about eight million peo- 
ple visited Greece, bringing in 2.2 
billion dollars in foreign’ exchange, 
more than 5% of the country’s gross 
national product, according to the 
Bank of Greece. 

Skoulas said Greece was not ex- 
pecting a travel advisory to be issued 
by the U.S. or any European coun- 
try because of Monday’s attack on- 
the ferry City of Poros. 

Nine people were killed and 
scores injured when terrorists 
sprayed machine-gun fire and ‘threw 
hand grenades at the boat. 

In 1985, the U.S. issued an advi- 
sory on the potential danger of fly- 
ing to Athens after the hijacking of a 
TWA jetliner. The plane was seized 
during a flight from Athens to 
Rome.

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INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Edwin 
Moses, the premier intermediate 
hurdler in track and field history, 
appears to have no more barriers to 
conquer in his event. 

Yet, Moses, who will be 33 next 
month, continues to compete at the 
highest level, and currently ranks as 
the favourite for a record third 
Olympic gold medal in the 400-me- 
tre hurdles at the Seoul Games. 

First, however, he must gain a 
perth an ae team, which will 

rmins uring the Olympic 
Trials, that start today and pon ἐμ 
Saturday at the Indiana University 
Track and Field Stadium. 

_ “There are only three positions 
(in the 400 hurdles) and I’m going to 
have one of them,” Moses said. “I 
always go in thinking I'm going to 
get my spot.” 

Moses has run only twice this 
year, but he feels that is sufficient 
Preparation. He opened with a 
Slocking of 48.38 seconds, his fastest 
first race of the year ever, and fol- 
lowed with 48.27.

Jes with 47.85 has run faster. 
_ Young, along with Danny Harris 
and Andre Phillips, should provide 
Moses with his strongest opposition 
at the Trials.

Instead, Moses beat them 
all, then went on to win his second 
Olympic gold medal. joining Glenn 
Davis, the 1956 and 1960 champion, 
as the only double winners in the 
400 hurdles in Games' history. 

In addition to his Olympic golds 
in 1976 and 1984, Moses is 2-for-2 in 
the World Championships, 3-for-3 
in the World Cup and has broken 
the world record four times. lower- 
ing it the last time to 47.02 in 1983. 

Moses also made the 1980 U.S. 
team, which boycotted the Moscow 
Games, and in 1984, he was the 
U.S. flag bearer at the Los Angeles 
Olympics. 

He is on another modest winning 
streak of 12, starting last July after 
he fell and did not finish a race at 
Paris, and he has an incredible ca- 
teer record of 170 victories in 178 
hurdles races, including heats and 
semi-finals, dating back to 1975,

the training. It’s the travelling that

He also is involved in post-colle- 
giate studies. He is studying for a 
master’s degree in business 
administration. 

Tf he continues to run -- he does 
not attend classes during the track 
season — "Ἔ will finish my master's in 
time for the next Olympics (in 
1992),” he said. 


Mary Slaney 


hopeful on 
elusive medal — 


tNDIANAPOLIS (AP) - As she ap- 
proaches 30, Mary Decker Slaney, 
the best woman's distance runner in 
U.S. history, is optimistic that she'll 
finally get that elusive Olympic 
medal. 


With the Seoul Games still more 
than two months away, the oft-in- 
jured Slaney has to get through the 
U.S. Olympic Trials, which begin 
today. 

But all signs are in her favour as 
she points to a possible double in 
the 1,500 and 3,000 metres. 

The 3,000 will be contested first in 
both the Trials and the Olympics, 
and she has made that event her No. 
1 priority, because of her celebrated 
collision with Zola Budd during the 
1984 Los Angeles Games. 

“The 3,000 is an incomplete sce-~ 
nario,” Slaney said. 

The 3,000 is one of the eight dis- 
tances between 800 metres and 
10,000 metres in which Slaney owns 
the American record. 

She also is the world record hold- 
er in the mile, the 1983 world cham~- 
pion in the 1,500 and 3,000, the 1979 
Pan American Games gold medalist 
in the 1,500 and a four-time national 
champion, once in the 800, twice in 
the 1,500 and once in the 3,000. 

But ail that pales in comparison 
with Slaney’s obsession about win- 
ning an Olympic medal. 

She was denied a chance to com-

pete in the Olympic Trials in 1972 
because at 13 she was too young. 
She missed the 1976 Trials because 
of injury. Along with all other 
Americans, she could not compete 
in the 1980 Moscow Games because 
of the American boycott. 

And in’1984, she had The Great 
Fall. 

Slaney came back with a ven- 
geance in 1985, going undefeated in 
14 races. Then she took a maternity 
feave in 1986 and missed the 1987 
outdoor and 1988 indoor seasons be- 
cause of injuries. including one to 
the Achilles tendon. 

Now, however, she is in excellent 
condition. ᾿ 

She has run four track races this 
year, and won them all easily. Most 
importantly, she has been pain-free. 

“I'm healthier than I've been in 
years,” Slaney said. 

“Fve been doing harder training. 
I've been doing extensive track 
workouts ... longer runs. And there 
hasn't been any muscle soreness. 

“The Achilles’ tendon has taken a 
full year to become 100 percent. 
Over the past month, it's felt 2 lot 
stronger and not as sensitive.” 

Slaney realizes that she will need 
more than the four preliminary 
races and the five in the Trials - a 
semi-final and final in the 3.000 to- 
day and Sunday, and a heat, a semi- 
final and a final in the 1,500 next

Why the English are lagging at Wimbledon 


LONDON -- Every year around 
Wimbledon time. there seems to be 
an obligation to in Britain to con- 
duct a soul-searching appraisal on 
the state of the country's tennis. Ev- 
ery year the question is posed: 
“Why can't Britain produce players 
of the standard of the Champion- 
ships?" Every year the same an- 
swers are given -- not enough indoor 
facililties, not enough funds, not 
enough coaching talent spread 
throughout the country and, of 
course, not enough sunshine. 

Most of these reasons — or excuses 
- fly in the face of the success of the 
Swedes, who suffer harsher winters 
and cooler summers. Consequently, 
for the past 15 months the United 
States Tennis Association has un- 
dertaken a worldwide study of pro- 
grammes like the Swedes’ to provide 
recommendations to upgrade tennis 
in America. The findings and sug- 

tions were revealing, and may 
help the British find their way as 
well. 

Organisations were found to be 
the key ingredient in the success of

Indians putting all their 
Olympic hopes on ‘P.T.’ 


NEW DELHI (Reuter) ~ The 
Olympic bopes of 800 million Indi- 
ans rest on the slim shoulders of a 
hurdler known as “P.T.", who 
trains on a beach but has consistent- 
ly struck gotd in Asia and finished 
fourth at the 1984 Games. 

“She is the only hope for us. So, 
in that sense she carries the aspira- 
tions of more people than anyone 
else at Seoul,” says one of indian’s 
Olympic Association chiefs Vijay 
Kumar Malhotra. 

India’s Olympic record is dismal 
in all sports except men’s hockey, in 
which they have won eight golds, a 
silver and two bronzes. “But even 
our hockey standard has become so 
poor that we barely qualified,” said 
Maihotra. 

Only one individual Olympic 
medal has been won by-India -- a 
bantamweight wrestling gold at Hel- 
sinki in 1952. 

“We don't do the selections in a 
proper way. there aré not énough 
facilities and our training camps 
should begin four years before the 
Olympics, not four months,” said 
Maibotra. 

The pressure to win the first 


Olympic crack medal for India ap- 
pears to have little effect on Usha, 
24, a lanky and soft-spoken employ- 
ee of Indian Railways. 

P.T. still trains on a beach near 
her native Payyoli village in south- 
em Kerala state where Madhavan 
Nambiar selected her more than 10 
years ago to coach into one of Asia's 
outstanding athletes. 


“It's my favourite training spot. 
The vastness gives me a sense of 
freedom which I don’t experience 
anywhere else,” Usha said in her 
autobiography Golden Girl. She 
learned to run when she was 10, 
waiting near a mango orchard to 
pick up fruit that fell from the trees. 
She would race her three sisters for 
the fruit and usually won. 

“I ate more than all my sisters put 
together,” she said. 

Usha’s successes and a lack of 
comparable talent have forced India 
to enter her in as many events as 
possible to win medals. She bas tak- 
en part in five or six events at every 
Asian competition since 1984.

BARCELONA (AP) - Sergei 
Bubka of the Soviet Union won the 
men’s pole vault event in a track and 
field meet at Barcelona's Serrahima 
stadium on Wednesday, but failed 
to break his own world pole vault 
record of 6.06 meters. 

Bubka failed to clear the height of 
6.07 meters after three cies and 
ended up at 5.90 meters. He set the 
world record three days ago in Nice. 

Poland’s Miroslaw Chmara was 
second with a vauit of 5.80 meters, 
followed by Bulgaria's Atanas 
Tarev with 5.70. 

In the men’s high jump, Sweden's 
Patrick Sjoberg. who holds the 
world record with 2.42 meters, was 
eliminated after failing to clear 2.28 
at his third attempt. 

Two Soviet high jumpers. Rudolf 
Povarnitsyn and Gennady Ad- 
veenko, tied for first at mark 2.34. 
Third was Romania’s Sorin Matei 
with 2.24. 

The Soviet Union's Oleg Sakirkin 
won the triple jump with a leap of 
17.59 metres, well ahead of Brazil's 
AbDcelvio Rodrigues, second with 
16.74 and Norbert Elliot of the Ba- 
hamas, 16.22. 

- Britain's Geoff Turnbull won the 
men's 5,000 metres in 13 minutes, 
34.90 seconds, followed by Kenya's 
John N’Gugui in 13:35.63 and 
Spain's Abel Anton in 13:36.16. 

Another’ Briton, Angela Tooby, 
easily won the women's 3,000 in 
8:52.41, her yearly-best. Second was 
Spain's Angelines Rodriguez in 
8:57.88, a Spanish record, and third 
was Morocco's Fatima Aouam in ἃ 
distant 9:00.60. 

Kenya's Joseph Chesire won the 
men’s mile in 3:58.18, ahead of his 
fellow Kenyan, Wilfred Kirochi, in

English super 
league deal 
is off 


LONDON (Reuter) -- England's top 
10 soccer clubs will not form a 
breakaway super league, English 
Football League president Philip 
Charter said on Wednesday. The 
rebel 10, who had heen offered a 
£32 million deal for exclusive televi- 
sion coverage by the Independent 
Television Network ITV, met with 
ITV executives for eight and half 
hours on Wednesday. 

Atthe end of the meeting Charter 
told reporters the clubs and ITV had 
agreed on a package for all 92 
League ‘clubs. ἡ ne CARES ea 

“We want to make it clear that at 
no time did we try to operate out- 
side the Football League,” Charter 
said. 

The 10 clubs involved were Arse- 
nal, Everton, Liverpool, Totten- 
ham, Manchester United, West 
Ham, Nottingham Forest, Aston 
Villa, Sheffield Wednesday and 
Newcastle. 

Charter, who is also chairman of 
Everton, added: “We were always 
interested in what was best for foot- 
ball. 

“Obviously we are sad about all 
the distress that has been caused but 
I think we will have it all agreed in 
the next few days. 

“We have been selling the game 
very cheaply in recent years because 
of the BBC-ITV cartel but now the 
monopoly has been broken people 
are bidding for our services and it's 
great to see football being of such 
value to television.” Charter said he 
was absolutely confident that the 
League would remain intact. 

“No-one in the League will be 
worse off and it is our opinion that 
this is the best deal on offer and 
would benefit the League most. 

“Now we have to report back to 
the sub-committees concerned and 
then circulate it to the clubs so they 
can discuss the details." he said.

The meeting between Herut and 
Liberal ministers yesterday to settle 
the Likud’s joint Knesset list came 
to an explosive end after the two 
factions failed to agree on who 
would occupy the lower slots on the 
list.

Herut ministers Levy and Haim 
Corfu convened with Liberal minis- 
ters Yitzhak Moda’i and Moshe Nis- 
sim to determine the final grading of 
the list yesterday afternoon. 

The four agreed to move Zalman 
Shoval, of Yigael Hurvitz's Rafi- 
Ometz list, from slot 25 on the list, 
which had been promised, to the 
46th position. Hurvitz himself was 
promised the sixth slot on the list, 
although there have been demands 
τὸ oust him or lower his position due 
to his financial entanglements.

Beit Sahur — a quiet kind of i

The town of Beit Sahur near 
Bethlehem, under curfew for more 
than a week, has become something 
of a frontline post of the Palestinian 
civil disobedience campaign in the 
West Bank. 

The town's 9,000 residents have 
been confined to their homes since 
last Thursday. not because of vio- 
lent disturbances, rock-throwing or 
petrol bomb attacks, but in response 
to an unprecedented act of civil dis- 
obedience: a return of Israeli-issued 
identification cards to protest a tax- 
raid by the authorities. 

Early Thursday morning residents 
bad been summoned to the local 
school, and served with notices to 
pay VAT and income tax. A lien 
was placed on cars of persons with 
outstanding debts. according to lo- 
cal accounts. 

Close to 300 residents responded 
by returning their LD cards to the 
municipality. The return of the 
cards climaxed months of smali- 
scale civil disobedience activity at 
Beit Sahur -- an educated and politi- 
cally well-organized community 
considered a “tough nut by the 
Civil Administration. 

The activity at Beit Sahur appears 
to have been encouraged by the lo- 
cal “popular committee,” whuse al- 
leged members were arrested hours 
after the return of the ID's. They 
were put in administralive detention 
for six months.
